(Continued from Page 1-A)
perintendent said. Bacteriologi-
cal tests were made by the
county health department and
the District.

“The Colorado River water,
softened, filtered and sterilized
is now flowing into the Tor-
rance municipal system and
mingling with the local supply
in a ratio of half-and-half, mak-
ing' an excellent blend for both
domestic consumption and yard
watering,” Stanger pointed out.

“While the District is making
no charge for the water de-
livered to the member cities
until August 18, the municipal
water department s not elim-
inating the water bills to con-
sumers as the saving from this
short period ‘of free water to
the city is only a small fraction
of the combined operating costs
of a distribution system, an
in fact, some extra expenses
are entailed in operation during
this lrja'l period.”

Because the river  water is
markedly softer than that here,
the mixing of the two will ma-
terially reduce the hardness of
the resultant supply, Stanger
said. This chan'ge will come
gradually with a few more days
required to get the full benefit.
